MIAMI, Oct. 31 — Rolando 
Masfenrr Rojas, the feared 
head of the secret police in 
pre-Castro Cuba, was killed 
today when a dynamite bomb 
exploded as he tried to start

The bombing was the latest 
and most dramatic In a series 
of terrorist blasts in the Cuban 
community here in roc 
weeks. It is the first such b]
